The Chinatown Coalition for Bet- 
ter Housing (CCBH) formally urged 
the 9an Francisco YWCA last week 
“to realize its approved concept of 
conyverting the YWCA Residence 
Club at 940 Powell Street (near Clay 
Street) into badly needed low- and 
moderate-income housing.” 

In a lengthy resolution adopted 
unanimously on July 26, the CCBHH 
took note of the fact that on 
September 2s5 last year, the YWCA 
Board of Directors accepted ,the 
fndings of its own Task Force on 
the Residence Club and Clay Street 
Center and the Ad Hoc Committee 
on Housing of the Clay 39treet 
YWCA and approved recomimen- 
dations“to develop a housing Proj- 
ect for people in the community， to 
include service to the community.” 

The decision of the CCBH was 
prompted by an unexpected article 
appearing on July 16 in the 4 下. 
CHpromicle. The article reported that 
thefnancially beleagured Residence 
Club would be turned over to a PTIL 
vate management frm，the Lake 
Merritt Lodge，Inc. by' the end of 
July. A ten-year contract was being 
Mrs. 
Arthur D. Hemphil，President of 
the YWCA，was quoted as saying 
“The Board felt we needed someone 
with more expertise.” 

The CCBH called on the YWCA 
Board“not to sign the contract pro- 
posed because it would then become 
unavailable for meeting the pressing

FINANCIAL DIFFICULTIES” 


The 41-year-old, seven-story，16S- 
room Residence Club is owned and 
operated by the YWCA. Originally 
designed exclusively for young wo- 
Imen new to the city, the Club in re- 
cent years has Witnessed a Sharp de- 
cline in Ooccupancy rates because of 
new attitudes toward male-female 
relations and because of some “ar- 
chaic rules”such as closing hours， 
no older women (Over 3S years of 
age)，no Short-term occupancy and 
no males allowed in the rooms. 

Between 1963-1970，the average 
OoccUupancy was over 987o. But in 
1971 the rate dropped to 66.3%. On 
August 28, 1972, Ms. Julie Smith， 
Chairwoman of the Residence Club 
Committee of Management re- 
ported an occupancy rate of 60.7% 
for the first seven months of that 
year, with June 1972 registering only 
S1.16%，Beginning in 1967，these 
figures include girls in a Jop Corps 
Program housed in the Club. 

In _ recognition of changed jife 
styles， declining occupancy rates 
and many requests from various 
groups needing Special housing，a 
Task Force on Housing was ap- 
pointed by the YWCA Boatrd in 
April 1971 to look into altetnative 
programs and services for the 
YWCA Hotel at 620 Sutter and the 
Powell Street Residence Club. At 
about the same time,，a New Direc- 
tions Task Force of the Residence 
Club Committee of Management 
was_ established to identify alter- 
native Uses for the Club facility. The 
Task Force on Housing further 
asked the Ad Hoc Committee on 
Housing of the Clay street YWCA 
to provide Chinese community input

RECOMUMENDATIONS 


On July 19，1971，MS，Isabel 
Huie，Chairwoman of the Ad Hoc 
Committee on Housing of the Clay- 
Street YWCA, submitted a prelim- 
inary report and recommendations 
to Ms. Ethel Elizabeth Grumney， 
Chairwoman of the Task Force of 
Housing. The Ad Hoc Committee 
recommended three types of alter- 
native housing for_ Chinatown: Se- 
nior citizens, permanent housing for 
families and temporary housing for 
immigrant families， 

Following these initial recom- 
mendations, the Ad Hoc Committee 
enlisted the help of a number of 
Chinese community organizations 
and volunteers and issued a lengthy 
report on May 21，1972 entitled， 
Alternative Housing and Program 
Proposal, for the YWCA Residence 
Club at 940 Powell Street.”The re- 
port not only documented the hous- 
ing needs of the Chinese community 
Surrounding the Residence Club,， 革 
also included a detailed study on the 
feasibility of converting the existing 
Residence Club into housing for 
low- and moderate-income families 
and single persons. The Committee， 
in addition，urged a comprehensive 
program to better serve the needs of 
the residents of the building, China- 
town and greater community 
through integrating Programs and 
activities of the Residence Club and 
the Clay Street Center. 

”The rehabilitation of theYWCA 
utilizing a federal subsidy Program 
affords the community one of the 
few available options for providing 
housing for low- and moderate-in- 
come families in the atrea,”said the

SACRAMENTO 一 Astatewide 
crackdown on illegal acupuncture 
has been launched by the State 
Board of Medical 卫 xaminers，ac- 
cording to Raymond Reid" execu- 
tive Secretary of the board.

WHO SPEAKS FOR THE CHINESE-AMERICANS? 


The many Chinese benevolent associations in our commu- 
mities are mainly Cantonese associations. Not only are non- 
Cantonese not allowed to join, but many Cantonese whose 
ancestors happened to come from coumnties outside the asso- 
ciation 's boundaries were also excluded. Though historically 
there have been more immigrants from southern China，we 
fail to understand why the associations” by-laws cannot be 
changed to keep up with the times. 

Associations_ more oriented to the welfare of Chinese- 
Americans，such as the Chinese American Citizens Alliance， 
have greater potential. In the past decades，we have wit- 
nessed the Alliance?s contributions in the fields of immigra- 
tion and publishing. But due to factors common to many 
Chinese organizations，the Alliance is still considered by 
many in our community as a closed group governed by an 
elite. 5 

Unable to blend in with either the benevolent assoclations 
or the other Chinese-American groups, many non-Cantonese 
Professionals and businessmen have started their own cul- 
tural，social，and political gatherings. The recently formed 
Organization of Chinese-Americans 18 but one to fil the 
vacuum . 

Who, then, speaks for the Chinese- Americans? 

To answer this question we must face the fact that our 
community is divided. We have demonstrated our differ- 
ences: in reglonal and clan rivalry，in national loyalty and 
commitments，in _ cultural and political ideals. The Chinese- 
American community, to put it bluntIy，is simnply not to- 
gether: It took a traglc event to get the Japanese-Americans 
united. It may take an even greater catastrophe for Chinese- 
Americans to reallize how they can be hurt by their own 
divisiveness. 

But the fact remains that, at thls time, not a single group 
can claim that it js representing all Chinese-Americans. Both 
the Organization of Chinese-Americans and the Chinese 
American Citizens Alliance have our best wishes in their 
attempts to speak to the commumnity problems. We hope 
that their internal structure can be more democratic and 
their external programs more aggressive. 

When and ithe. time comes，Chinese-Americans will 
choose a representative. Whichever organization has the 
most grass-roots activities and Support will be it. Deeds, not 
intentions or promises, are the deciding factors. 


YWCA, WE NEED HOUSING 


It is both inconceivable and ironic to discover a half-empty 
YWCA Residence Club in the midst of what the San Eran- 
cisco City Planning Commilssion declared “the worst housing 
conditions in the S.F. Bay Area，”，Chinatown. 

It is equally hard to understand how a well-established， 
responsible YWCA Board of Directors could engage no less 
than four different task forces and committees over the last 
two years to explore lowr-to-moderate Income housing as am 
altermnative to the out-moded concept of a segregated 
women's residence，only to ignore and bypass the decislons 
of its own committees in a matter of one or two weeks by 
appiroving，even on a temporary basls， an unstudied plan to 
hand over the club to a private management firm. 

In our opinion，the conversion of the huge facility in 
Chinatown into needed family and elderly housing units at 
Virtually no cost to the YWCA as recommended by the Clay 
Street Center ls not only consistent with the traditional 
YWCA concept of serving the people but also in compliance 
with the YWCA's national goals and policies of making local 
branches accountable and responsive to the needs of their 
imnmediate communities. 

We support the recommendations of the Clay Street Cen- 
ter，the Task Force on Housing, and the Chinatown Coali- 
tion for Better Housing. We urge Chinese community leaders 
and organizations to do likewise.

SACRAMENTO 一 The youthful 
members of the Asian community 
of Sacramento “are turning to pot， 
pills and needles in alarming num- 
bers,” 玫 . W. Lee，staff writer for 


the Sacramento Union，reported 


in a_ series of articles last week. 
Though Sacramento law officers 
could recall no young Asians in 
drug trouble at the height of the 
drug culture a few years ago, drug- 
associated arrests involving Asian 
yough have shot up in the past two 
years and Asian addicts are DOoW 
reportedly peddling drugs and 


fencing stolemn items for drug users. 


Narcotics division statistics for 
the three-month period ending in 
June indicate that of the 79 arrests 
in Sacramento for drug offenses， 
nine，or just above 11 per cent， 
were Asians. Asians make Up only 
six per cent of Sacramento's popU- 
lation . 


AMERICANIZATION 

Lee suggests that the upsurge in 
drug use is strong in highly Ameri- 
canized homes of the Asian middle 
class. He quotes a former drug User 
who believes that three out of 
every five Asian kids in high school 
have tried drugs and one out of 
every five continues the habit. In 
college the estimates run higher: 
four out of five having tried drugs， 
three out of the four continuing， 
and half of them on hard drugs or 
addqdicted to pills. 

In middle-class;xGreenhaven_ and 
South Land Park areas the Asian 
youths are breaking with their old 
stereotype of being hard-working， 
quiet，and studious. Just as their 
parents have adopted an American 
life style made up of beautiful 
homes, two cars, and golf outings， 
Asian youths have taken to smok- 
ing pot at school dances and pop- 
ping Ppills “just like the white 
kidqs.” 

PARENTS 

Asian parents appear to have re- 
sponded with self-deception or 
face-saving Teactions. One typical

Curry 
argued that a trilingual informa- 
tion service (English， Spanist and 
Chinese) would be“totally inade- 
quate because Chinese should in- 
clude both Cantonese and Man- 
darin.”

Possible to detect what diseases 
she had. 

The age of the woman is esti- 
mated to be about 50. Scientists 
believe _ that her body was well 
preserved because 让 was buried 
deep in an air-tight tomb with 
little oxygen. 

MELON SEEDS 

The scientists found in her 
shrunken organs 138 sweet melon 
seeds. This indicates that she died 
in the ripening season， IThey be- 
lieve that she died suddenly of an 
acute _ disease. They found evi- 
dence that she suffered from a 
serious coronary heart disease， bile 
stones，tuberculosis，and a variety 
of worms. 

The contours of the organs weIe 
in good condition though they 
were shrunken. Tests indicate that 
she had type A blood.

Buddhism Revival 


HONG KONG 一 On May 13 a 
delegation of six Japanese Bud- 
dhist Priests Visited the Principal 
Buddhist monastery in Peking 
where they participated in arelii- 
gious service of self-dedication to 
the friendship of the peoples of 
China and Japan.”Some twenty 
Chinese monks joined them， 
chanting sutras， in the service 
which marked the first visit by a 
foreign Buddhist delegation to 
China since August 1966. 

The invitation to the Japanese 
delegation was the first official act 
of the Chinese Buddhist Associa- 
tion since it vanished from sight 
Seven years ago0. The visitors were 
received by Kuo Mo-jo and by 
了 siao H 了 sien-fa，head of the Reli- 
gious Affairs Bureau，which like 
the Buddhist Association has not 
been heard from since 1966. Hsiao 
Hsien-fa said the government's reli- 
gious policy had never and would 
never change: temples would con- 
tinue to be maintained by the 
governIent， 

After the service in Peking the 
Japanese delegation toured China 
-under the escort of Chao Pu-chu， 
head of the Buddhist Association 
since its_ establishment in 1953， 
but only recently seen at a num- 
ber of diplomatic receptions. The 
visiting priests performed two 
more joint services at tempjiles in 
Shansi and in Yangchow.

Imonasteries in Peking and Shang- 
hai were simply closed. Then last 
summer，as an increasing number 
of foreign visitors interested in 
Buddhism toured China，they 
found the monasteries open to 
foreigners _ though closed to the 
Chinese” public。 This year， the 
Japanese Priests visited 11 monas- 
teries in eight cities and found all 
of them open to Chinese sight- 
Seers.、JIn all but one there were 
monks in residence and in every 
Buddha hall incense was burning 
on the altar. 

The most recent visitors reported 
a number of other visible signs of 
the resurgence of Chinese Bud- 
dhlism. Freshly shaven heads and 
traditional robes were in evidence 
for the first time since the Cultural 
Revolution. The Japanese delega- 
tion was also told of plans to re- 
sume publication of the journal 
“Modern Buddhism,” which was 
suspended in 1964, and to“put in 
order” the wood-blocks at .the 
Chin-ling Scriptural Press， 

The refurbishing_ of the monas- 
teries is part of the overall policy 
of the Peking government to re- 
Vive respect for traditional Chinese 
culture. It ls also seen by some ob- 
SerVers as 3a Carefujly staged qiplo- 
matic move designed to strengthen 
China's relations with the Bud- 
dhist countries of Asia. They call 
attention to the fact that no lay 
Person has yet been seen worship- 
Ping in the Buddhist temples and 
that there have been no ordina- 
tion of new monks.since 1957.
